Now, as the April date for their 
visit to the British Isles nears, 
the official voice of Moscow is 
a lullaby soothing the wounded 
British ears.

Americans, meanwhile, do not [ 


seem greatly concerned about 
the Russian, or Communist suc- 
cesses, in Southeast Asia, Africa 
and the Middle East. Nothing is 
being done to counter the appeal 
of the seductive Soviet program 
of aid and infiltration. 

The British are facing a very 
real disaster in the Middle East. 
And we are in the very same 
boat, We have not been pulling 
together. The conflicting inter- 
ests of oil, and their influence 
on politics in both countries, have 
prevented. 

Oil interests were chiefly those 
which financed the Republican 
campaign of 1952. They also 
are among thoSe most responsi- 
ble for the fact Mr. Leonard 
Hall, GOP National chairman, 
has announced he has $2,000,000 
earmarked for television alone 
in the coming campaign. 

Unless there is a mutual policy 
on which the British and the 
United States can agree and pro- 
mote, the outlook is indeed som- 
ber. It is not, in the best judg- 
ment, that war threatens to en- 
gulf the world. It is that Com- 
munist power is moving and 
gaining in the Middle East, in 
North Africa and in Southeast 
Asia, while our power, and that 
of the British, is being ousted. 

Charles E. Bohlen, American 
Ambassador to Russia, hag been 
quoted as saying, in his pre- 
ambassador days when he par- 
ticipated in partisan discussions 
with newspaper friends, that our 
greatest postwar blunder is sel- 
dom mentioned. 

This was that after the Second 
World War we greatly over-esti- 
mated British power and British 
capacity to maintain British au- 
thority from Suez to China. 


‘Out’ 

The British are out of Egypt. 
This was not too serious, so long 
as Jordan remained a base. But, 
now, precipitously, Transjordan 
is at least semi-hostile and al- 
most certainly will be _ black- 
mailed into abrogating her treaty 
with Great Britain. 

The Arabs are gaining in mili- 
tary strength. Addition of Jor- 
dan’s Arab legion, one of two 
really good military forces in the 
Middle East, makes them supe- 
rior to Israel’s tough little army 
in numbers and equipment. How 
much the Russians have helped 
this Arab progress is not known. 
Yet it is in such exact accord 
with Soviet aims, it must be con- 
siderable. 

The Arabs of Syria, Egypt and” 
Saudi Arabia wanted Jordan in 
their control for military rea- 
sons. So long as Jordan was 
neutral, Israel’s eastern borders 
were safe from aggression. 
Saudi Arabia could not mardéh 
across Jordan to attack. The 
two-front assault was not possi- 
ble. So long as Britain dominat- 
ed Jordan an Arab-Israeli war 
was not practical. 

It now is. And Sec. Dulles has 
been booby-trapped by the Arabs 
into weakening Israel and 
strengthening the Arab forces to 
move against both Israel and

U.S. Urges 
Cyprus Row 


Negotiation

WASHINGTON, March 12—The 
United States urged Britain today 
to find means of resuming nego- 
tiations, with Cypriote represent- 
atives. 

The United States’ strong feel- 
ings were expressed by Asst. 
Secy. Livingston T. Merchant to 
British Ambassador Sir Roger 
Makins this afternoon, diplomatic 
sources reported. 


Although administration offi- 
cials were clearly shocked by 
Britain’s move _ in deporting 
Archbishop Makarios of Cyprus 
the State Department refrained 
from public criticism of the 
move. Officials said they did not 
want to do anything that would 
intensify feeling on either side 
and make it harder to resume the 
talks. 

The State Department’s press 
cfficer Lincoln White said, how- 
ever, that ‘‘we expect that cer- 
tain recommendations will re- 
sult’ from a careful study of all 
aspects of the problem now in 
progress. 

Indirectly, he indicated the 
United States’ feeling that depor- 
tation of Archbishop Makarios 
was a serious mistake by repeat- 
ing what he had said last week, 
that the United States had ‘‘no 
advance information’’ about cer- 
tain developments of the past few 
days. > 

Archbishop Makarios headed 
Cypriotes demanding the right of 
self-determination which might 
lead to union with Greece. 

The problem cohfronting all in- 
terested parties after the arch- 
bishop’s deportation, diplomatic 
sources pointed out tonight, was 
to find anyone with whom the 
British could resume negotiations. 

A general strike protesting the 
deportation paralyzed Cyprus 
business life today.

The U.S. Supreme Court ordered 
the University of Florida today to 
admit Negro Virgil Hawkins to its 
graduate law school immediately, 
but Florida Gov.

In effect, the court ruled that the 
South's graduate schools cannot de 
lay admission of Negroes under the 
“reasonable time’’ policy laid down 
for public school integration. 

The ruling upset a state Supreme 
Court decision recognizing Haw- 
kins’ right to enter the law school 
but delaying his admission for a 
study on what effect integration 
will have. Despite the ruling, ‘how- 
ever, Hawkins could not enter be- 
for the fall term and has said he 
does not plan to try before that.

JAKARTA, March 12—U.S. Secretary of State Dulles 
today crossed the equator to visit Indonesia, the neutral 
country in Asia in which the Communist Party exerts 
the greatest influence, There were high hopes tonight 
that out of his visit would come a better understanding 
between the United States and Indonesia. 


First concrete indication of a 
better relationship was President 


Sukarnos’ acceptance of an invi- 
tation extended by Dulles to pay a 
state visit to the United States. If 
final details can be arranged, the 
visit will take place some time 
this spring. 
RARE TOURIST 

Dr. Sukarno has never been in 
the United States and has rarely 
visited outside his own country. 

Dulles, the subject of continuous 
personal attack in the local press, 
was greeted in a manner almost 
symbolic of the young Indonesian 
republic. As he stepped from his 
plane this morning after a night 
flight from Ceylon, a group of a 
dozen young students shouted, “‘Go 
home,”” and ‘‘Down with SEATO.”’ 


PAPER BALL

of paper containing these slogans 
at Dulles passing car. But as the 
Dulles caravan drove along the 


road leading from the airport into —: 


Jakarta, passersby smiled and 
waved friendly greetings.

Let the Democrats 
Mend Their Fences! 


For the good of the South and of the 
nation, the Demecratic Party should take 
steps now to reconcile the differences 
within its ranks that jeopardize any 
chance of victory in the 1956 elections. 

Such developments as now are threat- 
ened can benefit nobody except the 
Republicans, who are surely quite gleeful 
at this stage. If they can maneuver the 
Democrats into an open split, they hope 
not only to regain the White House but 
Congress as well. | 

Any serious talk of a third party should 
be classed as political irresponsibility. 
The South would gain nothing from such 
a move but would be reduced to impo- 
tence. The net result would be to keep 
the Republicans in power indefinitely. 

It must be pointed out that in truth 
the South’s progress has been tied largely 
to the Democratic Party. Because of sen- 
iority, its representatives in Congress 
have held the major committee chairman- 
ships for the the greater part of three 
decades. The region thus has had greater 
political power than at any time since 
before the War Between the States. 

Is it willing now to throw all its gains 
away? 

We don’t think so. That is why we 
consider the threat of a third party and 
the move to push Sen. Lyndon Johnson 
of Texas as a possible presidential nom- 
inee as warnings more than anything else. 
If the motive behind this Johnson move is 
solely for the purpose of wielding power 
and influence in the national convention 
when the Democratic platform is written, 
it may have some merit, 

But the danger of making threats 
without counting the cost of having to go 
through with them has been demonstrated 
many times. In this instance one candi- 
date with a heart condition should be 
enough without seriously trying to get a 
second one into the picture. 

Certainly a seasoned politician like 
Georgia’s Sen. Richard B. Russell knows 
the score. He is aware, too, that Sen. 
Johnson has not the slightest chance of 
being nominated or of being elected. His 
health alone would rule him out, but his 
leadership of the Senate during the cur- 
rent session has left him vulnerable from 
many standpoints. 

Moreover, the fallacy of the South 
chasing off after a will-of-the-wisp third 
party is more apparent than ever at this 
time. Adlai Stevenson has been voicing 
a more reasonable and conciliatory atti- 
tude on the race problem than any other 
major candidate in many months. With 
such a candidate sticking his neck out so 
forthrightly in our behalf, what foolhar- 
diness it would be to desert him for a 
purely regional—and hence hopeless— 
third party! 

Southern politicians had best fight 
their battles within their own party. In 
this connection, the protest against the 
Supreme Court’s’ school-desegregation 
decision is an illustration of how this 
can be done, These 96 senators and rep- 
resentatives who signed the “manifesto” 
challenging this decision can and will be 
heard. They have given the problem the 
gravity it deserves. 

Surely the party and the nation’s 
government can but heed the sincerity 
of the protest, a protest backed by ma- 
jority opinion in almost a third of the 
nation. 

The future of the South assuredly lies 
in fighting its political battles within the 
two-party system. Splinter party move- 
ments and useless revolts and walkouts 
will gain us nothing. We have only to 
look at history to find that to be true.

For Water in Fulton 


This looks like a banner year for the 
urban-minded residents of all-too-rural 
Fulton County. 

Many badly needed paving projects 
have been approved by the county com- 
mission and after many, many years it 
appears that the city and county are 
about to reach some firm agreement on 
rural water main extensions. 

Now Fulton has more people and pays 
more ‘taxes than any other county in 
Georgia and in its mid-section is as 
urban a piece of territory as is likely to 
be found in the South. But once past the 
city limits of Atlanta, Fulton can be as 
rural as the most rural of two-unit coun- 
ties. This lack of progress in its unin- 
corporated areas has driven citizens by 
the thousands into the eager arms of the 
real estate dealers of Cobb*and DeKalb 
counties where they fiave settled along 
paved roads and water mains. 

People have continued to move into 
the undeveloped sections of Fulton Coun- 
ty both north and south of Atlanta, 
however, and their demands for better 
services no longer can be denied. Cur- 


rently, it looks as if the ¢ity and county 


may be able to work out a way of getting 
water to many of these areas and at a 
reasonable price. 

Residential and industrial develop-

ment will follow these paved roads and 
water lines. Property values will increase 
and so will the tax digest and tax collec- 
tions. But before this can come about the 
rural areas of the county first must have 
water.

Expansion of State Patrol 


Is Step in Right Direction 


Gov. Griffin has approved a request of the Georgia State Patrol 
and has allocated $150,000 so that the patrol may add an additional 
50 troopers to patrol Georgia’s highways in an effort to stem the 


ever-mounting traffic death toll. 


This, we believe, is a step in 
the right direction, but it falls 
far short of a final solution to 
the traffic @ontrol problem. 

While traveling over our high- 
ways, we have noticed an ever- 
growing tendency for motorists 
to violate the traffic laws. We 
are not speaking of the flagrant 
violators—and there are far too 
many of these—we're talking 
about the average motorist who 
edges just a little bit over the 
legal speed limit, or ignores the 
yellow warning lines, indicating 
that it isn’t safe to pass at a 
particular point, and numerous 
other minor violations. 

All these violations, be they 
large or small, are the things 
that cause fatal accidents. In our 
opinion, more highway patrolmen 
on Georgia highways offers the 
basic solution to the traffic con- 
trol problem. It’s not a complete 
answer. Cooperation of county 
and municipal officers is a 
necessity, as is the cooperation of 
the thinking automobile driver. 
Then too, the courts must deal 
out sentences severe enough to 
deter the careless, thoughtless 
driver. 

We believe that no one will 
argue with these facts: A high- 
way patrol car on the highway 


tends to slow down the fast 
driver. . . . It makes the driver 
who cuts in and out of traffic 
think twice! 

It follows then that the more 
patrolmen, the fewer accidents, 
with fewer deaths on the high- 
ways. We look forward to the 
day when every Georgia county 
will have a patrol car, with 
several in the larger counties, 
with adequate personnel to patrol 
the highways 24 hours a day!

The Permit Back 


The fine, clean young fellow 
was waiting when I came back 
from an editorial conference in 
which traffic had ~ erent 
been one item of ~ 
discussion. He 
introduced him- 
self as Tom Coop- 
er of 1158 Main, 
Forest Park, 20 % 
years old, gradu- 
ate of Southwest 
High, oR med 
student at Em- 
ory, Married. ie: 
Tom had come “4 
in with a plan 
to control the teen-age driver. 
What he had in mind, he said, 
would penalize the ‘‘smart alec, 
the hot rod, the bully and the jun- 
for hoodlum’’ without affecting 
the decent, skilled, law-abiding 
young driver. 

The Cooper plan has five parts: 

(1) Raise the age for a regular 
driver’s license to 21. 

(2) Issue temporary or proba- 
tionary licenses to boys and girls 
between 17 and 21. Thesé@ would 
not be learners’. permits, but 


‘would entitle the holders to all 


driving rights and privileges. 

(3) Suspend the permit of a 
driver in the 17-21 bracket who 
was guilty of a serious traffic vio- 
lation such as speeding or racing. 
Do not give him (or her) another 
chance at the driving privilege un- 
til he is 21. 

(4) Fine or sentence the parent 
who knowingly lets a child operate 
a motor vehicle without a license. 
Punish the child severely if he 
takes the car out without his par- 
ents’ knowledge. 

(5) Issue the learner’s license at 
16 and make a provision that not 
only is the license invalid if the 
child is not accompanied by an 
adult while driving, but that the 
Same penalties for violations will 
be exacted as in Provision Four. 

The Cooper plan is not the re- 
sult of an impulse or a sudden 
inspiration. The young man has 
been driving since he was 16. He 
says his father is ‘‘old-fashioned”’ 
and thinks a youngster can wait 
until he is 16 to take the wheel. 

Tom himself thinks there would 
be dess truancy if the learning 
age were moved to 16 and the 
driver’s permit issued at 17. He 
believes fewer youngsters would 
skip school if they had to walk 
away from the schoolhouse. 

He cites the Emory plan for 
cars on the campus as impressing 
the fact that driving is a privilege 
that can and should be lost on 
abuse. The freshman going to 
Emory can get a car permit. He 
can keep it only as long’ as he 
drives by the rules. 

I like the Cooper idea of a’ pro- 
bationary permit for the person 
from 17 to 21. Operating an auto- 
mobile on trial for four years not 
only should curb youthful reck- 
lessness, but it should have a 
salutary .carry-over in continuing 
good habits,

At the time of the Manchurian 
invasion Madame Chiang said 
one day to her mother: ‘‘Mother, 
you are so powerful in prayer, 
why don’t you pray that God will 
annihilate Japan by an earth- 
quake or something?” 

Her mother looked \gravely at 
her and said, “When you pray 
or expect me.to pray, don’t insult 
God’s intelligence by asking Him 
to do something which would be 
unworthy of you, a mortal.” 

“After that,” said Madame 
Chiang, “I can pray for the 
Japanese people.”’ 

Jesus did not pray as He was 
facing supreme agony, “Let this 
cup pass.” Instead, He prayed, 
“If it be possible.”’ Certainly it

It was Sen. McCarthy who him- 
self said in the spring of 1954 that 
in a way he—not support of the 
President or the Republican rec- 
ord—was the central issue of the 
congressional election.

Haven't. they 
struck the opportunity from their 
own hands by elevation to the 
chairmanship of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee a senator whose attitude 
and conduct raise in the minds of 
these voters the same objections 
they might have to Sen. McCarthy?

The victory for the administra- 
tion on flexible price supports in 
the farm bill, a personal triumph 
for the President, followed his 
unexpected but very dramatic 
veto of the Natural Gas Bill which 
the Senate end of the Texas 
Democratic leadership of Con- 
gress—Senate Leader Johnson— 
chose to make the first goal in 
this pre-election session. 

This graphic demonstration of 
the President’s practical political 
talents, about which Democrats 
hitherto had not unduly con- 
cerned themselves, brought them 
up short.

The President’s popularity is at 
at even higher level in the South, 
according to polls, than in 1952 
when he pe a tremendous vote 
there and carried four Southern 
states. He seems to get no re- 
flected blame in the public school 
integration turmoil, even though 
well before the Supreme Court 
decision his administration had 
espoused a broad policy against 
segregation which it had ime 
plemented in numerous areas, in- 
cluding the military services and 
the government here and the City 
of Washington.

BIG CONTRAST 


By and large the contrast be- 
tween moderation and extrem- 
ism in Georgia mirrors the dif- 
ference between Atlanta, the 
capital and largest city, and the 
rest of the state.

Between Charlotte and Warren 
County are many variations of 
feeling. The ratio of Negroes to 
whites is not always the deter- 
mining factor, however. 

There are insular, western 
mountain counties where Ne- 
groes are few and resistance to 
integration is high. There is 
Winston-Salem, where, despite a 
school enrollment 42 per cent 
Negro, the city has indicated it 
will make a start. But the fresh 
breeze of expanding industry 
blows in Winston-Salem, as in 
Charlotte. 

The diversity of feeling within 
the state—and within communi- 
ties, too—has slowed any actual 
beginning of integration. 

There is another factor. Even 
persons disposed toward compli- 
ance with the court’s order have 
hesitated to do anything that 
might, in any way, injure the 
well-being of the public schools. 
They form a _ strong tradition, 
implanted in the early Nineteen 


Aycock, ‘‘the education Gover- 
nor,”’ and maintained through di- 
rect state financing. 

In 1950, although North Caro- 
lina ranked forty-third among

the states in per capita income,

and soft-spoken, the governor is 
widely esteemed as a man of 


principle, sincerely devoted to 
the public schools. It is felt 
that, while he is personally a 


segregationist, he is not one to 
balk those who hold other views. 

Some North Carolina newspa- 
pers have been critical of his 
failure to take more positive 
action. “But,” the éditor of one 
of them conceded, ‘“‘it was cer- 
tainly important to try and pre- 
vent any issue from developing 
over integration.’”’ 

So far there has been no seri- 
ous opposition to the Governor's 
candidacy. The last date for 
filing is Friday. 


PANEL TO REPORT 


A State Advisory Committee 
on Education, authorized by the 
1955 Legislature, was appointed 
by the Governor last June, There 
have been reports that its find- 
ings will be forthcoming this 
summer and that a special legis- 
lative session will follow. 

The committee is expected to 
set up some plan for tuition 
grants so that parents who ob- 
ject to having children attend 
integrated schools may receive 
financial assistance in sending 
them elsewhere. 

The North Carolina public 


school laws were rewritten by 
the 1955 Legislature. All refer- 
ence to race was eliminated, and 
‘‘complete authority’’ for the as- 
signment of pupils was placed 
with the Jocal school boards. Ap- 
peals through the state courts 
were provided. 

This was the basis of a Fed- 
eral Court of Appeals decision 
last December. A petition had 
been filed for Negro children 
who were denied admission to a 
white school in McDowell Coun- 
ty. The Federal court held that 
an appeals procedure. through 
the state courts had been pro- 
vided and these appeals would 
have to be exhausted first. 

Advocates of going slow—and, 
of course, the. segregation forces 
—were quick to point out that

“We don’t expect to hold off 
for two years, by any means,”’ 
he commented.

The range of integration feel- 
ing in North Carolina resembles 
that of the border states. Strong 
resistance prevails in the agri- 
cultural eastern section. A dis- 
position to comply has _ been 
shown in such cities as Greens- 
boro, Charlotte, Winston-Salem 
and Asheville. Some communi- 
ties waver under influences from 
both points of view. 


PATRIOTS OF N. C. 


The organized white resistance 
is led by a group known as the 
Patriots of North Carolina, 
which declines to reveal its size. 
The members generally appear 
to be men of substance, not rab- 
ble-rousers but dedicated to a 
belief in a superior race. 

The president, Dr. W. C. 


George, is Professor of Histology 
and Embryology at the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina. He has 
been a member of the faculty 
for more than 35 years. He has 
published several monographs on 
what he considers the scientific 
evidence for racial superiority— 
and has been irreverently at- 
tacked in the university’s student 
newspaper under the heading, 
“Dr. W. C. George and His Red 
Herrings.’’ 

Among the Negroes, the 
NAACP leadership is vigorous. 
But, as Mr. Alexander, the state 
president phrases it, ‘‘We’ve had 
a long way to go. We've had to 
overcome a lot of apathy built 
up among the colored peopie 
over the years.’’ 

The association has made a 
strong effort to awaken Negro 
interest through an educational 
campaign in the churches. The 
formal membership in the state 
conference is about 15,000, Mr. 
Alexander said. Though, there 
were many supporters who did not 
wish to be members of record. 


NEGRO VOTE 


If integration occurs, he fore- 
sees no rush of Negro children 
to enter the white schools, ‘‘Once 
the stigma, the barrier, is re- 
moved,’’ he said, ‘‘there will he 
no rush. Housing and choice 
will keep most people right 
where they are.’’ 

The Negro vote in North Caro- 
lina is not large in relation to 
the potential—rarely more than 
125,000 out of a Negro popula- 
tion of 550,000 persons 21 years 
of age and older. But in some 
cities it is a considerable factor. 

In Durham, in_ conjunction 
with the labor vote, it can be 
decisive, as it was in the last 
mayoralty campaign. Durham 
is the headquarters of the coun- 
try’s largest Negro insurance 
company and of one of the two 
largest Negro banks in _ the 
South. The Negroes have a sub- 
stantial economic power. 

But this is not true generally 
through the state. The median 
family income for Negroes in 
1950 was only $1,056.

GOLF COURSES 


In High Point last month the 
City Council opened to Negroes 
a municipal golf course formerly 
reserved for whites. In Greens- 
boro, 18 miles away, six Negroes 
were fined for trespassing last De- 
cember after they had insisted 
upon playing golf on a city-owned 
but privately operated course. 

On intrastate public vehicles, 
segregation is required by stare 
law and is generally observed 
although not rigorously. Separate 
waiting rooms are to be found 
everywhere, )

Anyone envisioning an easy 
solution to the problem of end- 
ing race segregation might pic- 
ture himself at the University 
of Alabama in Tuscaloosa on 
the sunny but chilly morning of 
Feb. 6. 


Oppdsite yellow-brick Smith 
Hall stood a sullen crowd, 100 
strong, many of them outsiders. 
Inside, by order of the Federal 
courts, was the first Negro stu- 
dent in the university’s 125 
years, 26 - year - old Authurine 
Lucy. 

Background: cross-burnings on 
recent nights, cars halted with 
cries of ‘“‘Keep ‘Bama white!” 
and now an intermittent chant 
that the girl’s ‘‘gotta go!” 

The university’s reaction was 
to rush the girl by car to an- 
other class—just escaping glass 
fragments when a rock shattered 
the car’s back window. Then the 
trustees bought time, suspending 
her to insure everyone’s safety. 

Her lawyer won another court 
action to reinstate her. Next the 
trustees ‘permanently expelled”’ 
her for ‘“‘outrageous’’ charges 
against them in the suit. 


STATE A SYMBOL 


Alabama stands today as a 
symbol of Southérn resistance to 
desegregation. More than 2,000,- 
000 Deep South whites and 
nearly 1,000,000 Negroes—pater- 
nalistic white tradition and ris- 
ing Negro aspiration — confront 
each other. The one resents, the 
other invokes the pressures of 
Federal law and economic sanc- 
tions. 


In Montgomery, the state cap- 

ital, buses used to handle 30,- 
000 fares daily. For now the 
fourth month, thirty-five Negro 
ministers have led thousands of 
Negroes in a bus boycott. It 
started over the arrest of a 
Negro seamstress who had re- 
fused to surrender a seat under 
a bus driver’s arbitrary right 
to re-draw the line between 
white and Negro places. 
Negro economic _ strength— 
fused in a new Montgomery Im- 
provement Association con- 
verted the buses into ‘yellow 
ghosts.’’ Buses were shot up in 
Negro districts the first week; 
two Negro leaders’ homes were 
bombed; five Negroes then sued 
to upset bus segregation entire- 
ly; their lawyer was upgraded in 
the draft, and ninety leaders 
were indicted under an anti-boy- 
cott law. 


MEMORIES OF 1861 


At such shrines as the statue 
of Jefferson Davis before the 
Capitol in Montgomery, where 
the Confederacy was born in 
1861, the Civil War remains an 
ever-present memory. People 
who survived Federal  earth- 
scorching and carpetbagger rule 
—and people who lived in slavery 
—bequeathed their stories to 
men and women still living. 

Between whites and Negroes, 
barriers are rising. Relatively 
few attempts at understanding 
are being made. 

Many whites still see the Ne- 
gro only as a family cook, nurse- 
maid or yardman. 

“I was taught he was under- 
developed, and it was our duty 
to look after him, help him with 
his problem,’’ recalled Olin H. 
Horton, president of the Ameri- 
can States Rights Association in 
Birmingham. “In the last few 
years Negroes have been pulling 
away from their white friends 
and going to some NAACP law- 
yers and Communists. — % 
For the first time in my life I’m 
having to fight a feeling of 
prejudice.” 

John L. LeFlore, a Negro, 
thirty-five years a mail carrier, 
is executive secretary of the Mo- 
bile branch of the NAACP. 


CITIZENS COUNCIL 


“I sat in the smoker from Bir- 
mingham to Mobile until 11 
o'clock, chatting with the 
whites,’’ he said. ‘I wanted to 
show them we're not afraid.” 

In defense of segregation, 
White Citizens Councils started 
'feebly in October, 1954. React- 
ing to Negro actions in the bus 
boycott and in court = suits, 
though, the Councils this year 
have skyrocketed in member- 
ship. 

Sixty-one councils now claim 
60,000 members. One held the 
biggest political rally in Ala- 
bama history on Feb. 10—15,000 
attended in Montgomery. A 
statewide association was formed 
Feb. 17. City and county offi- 
cials and state legislators have 
publicly enrolled. Council ques- 
tionnaires on segregation are 
going to all May primary can- 
didates. 

Such constitutions as that of 
the Dallas County Citizens Coun- 
ci] propose to ‘‘promote good 
feeling’’ between whites and Ne- 
groes, investigate complaints and 


maintain race separation ‘‘by 
legal and peaceful means.” 
ECONOMIC PRESSURE 
Economic pressure is dis- 


clainged. Many a white merchant 
with Negro customers is all too 
eenscious that such a weapon 
might be double-edged. In Dal- 
las, signers of a school desegre- 
gation petition lost jobs last Sep- 
tember, but a spokesman called 
this “purely “spontaneous.” Per- 
sons who “stirred up trouble’ 
were “obviously incompetent,’ 


he said. 

In Selma, the Rev. J, .D. 
Hunter, a Negro and NAACP 
chairman, estimates that ten

had to move their shop; only one 
jobholder went untouched. 

Mr. Hunter, resolute, says his 
chapter still grows. 

The two-year-old American 
States Rights Association’ cru- 
sades for segregation by ‘‘finding 
facts and giving them to those 
who can act,”’ according to Mr. 
Horton, its president, a Birming- 
ham insurance executive. 


18,000 MEMBERS 

As of January, he reported 18,- 
000 dues-paying members; 4 
board of fifty - five prominent 
legislators, educators, lawyers, 
usinessmen, manufacturers and 
clubwomen, and the spending of 
$35,000. 

The association has circulated 
statistics om venereal disease 
among Negroes, illegitimacy and 
crime, and has put out pam- 
phlets against intermarriage. It 
analyzes textbooks for ‘‘one- 
racism” and ‘‘subversion.”’ 


Circularizing anti-segregation 
excerpts from the 1952 Methodist 
book of discipline, Mr. Horton 
also helped start an Association 
of Methodist Ministers and Lay- 
men. Along with Alabama’s two 
white Methodist conferences, this 
group is resisting moves to 
abolish the church’s present seg- 
regated character. 


NEGROES ORGANIZE 


On their side, Negroes have 
been organized in the NAACP, 
mainly urban and intellectual-led, 
and in local groups. Claiming 11,- 
000 Alabama members, a rise of 
3,400 in a year, the NAACP has 
sponsored thirteen county peti- 
tions to desegregate schools, car- 
ried on the university case, and 
now plans court suits on schools.

Macon County, for instance, is 
84 per cent Negro, the highest 
proportion in the nation. 
ever, Macon’s state Senator, 
Sam Englehardt, estimates 2,200 
whites are enrolled, compared 
to 1,000 Negroes.

LEGISLATIVE ROAD BLOCKS 


By overwhelming votes, the 
legislature has been setting up 
road blocks against ending the 
school segregation required by 
the state Constitution sinve 1875. 

A bill by Senator Englehardt, 
enacted last Aug. 2, empowers 
local boards of education to as- 
Sign pupils on the basis of fif- 
teen factors and ‘‘other relevant 
matters.” This is subject to 
court appeals only on Federal 
constitutional grounds. Parental 
objection would halt a _ pupil’s 
assignment to any school “in 
which the races are commin- 
gled.”” Such a child then would 
be entitled to spetial aid. 

Then, on Feb. 1 Alabama be- 
came the first state to adopt an 
interposition resolution. The Leg- 
islature termed the United States 
Supreme Court orders against 
school segregation ‘‘null, void 
and of no effect.’’ 

On Feb. 7 the Legislature sub- 
mitted for an Aug. 28 voters’ 
referendum a “freedom of 
choice’? amendment to the state 
constitution. Senator Albert 
Boutwell of Birmingham, its au- 
thor, said this would permit dis- 
continuing the public schools un- 
der state police power to pro 
tect the social order. 


SEGREGATED TRAVEL 


On other fronts, the State 
‘Public Service Commission has 
‘asserted that state laws for 
‘segregated intercity travel still 
apply to all bus lines and intra- 
state railroad travel. It has also 
held them applicable to inter- 
state travel on railroads not 
specifically cited in ICC deseg- 
regation orders. It has further 
ordered ‘‘white’’ and ‘‘Negro’’ 
signs for waiting rooms. 

Recreation generally remains 
segregated. 
ham’s City Commission sought 
to amend an ordinance so that 
whites and Negroes might join 
‘in professional sports. A Bir- 
mingham voters’ initiative and 
referendum reinstated segrega- 
tion—more than 2 to 1. 

There have been some excep- 
tions to the general hardening of 
‘Alabama sentiment. Mobile, the 
‘State’s only seaport, has had a 
cosmopolitan, tolerant flavor: it 
is 20 per cent Roman Catholic 
and has a number of Jews. 

In 1953, Mayor Joseph N. Lan- 
gan won election despite a com- 
paign scoring him for his: an- 
swer to the question, would you 
like your daughter to marry a 
Negro? He had told the state 
Senate: ‘It is a person’s privi- 
lege to marry anyone he wants.”’ 

Segregation, Mayor Langan 
thinks, does not mean much to 
Negroes ‘‘so long as it doesn’t 
become a weapon of abuse.”” He 
has hired six Negro policemen. 
He brings Negroes into commit- 
tees on such problems as traf- 
fic. 


Negro leaders have been seek-

had never shown up, asserting 
she had never accepted the ap- 


tion movement organized soon 
after the Supreme Court deci- 
sion in 1954 foundered in dis- 
sension over finances and an 
organizer’s attack on Jews. 

For two years, Jesuits at Mo- 
bile’s Spring Hill College have 
peacefully taught 1,000 whites 
and a score and more of Negroes 
in the same regular day classes. 

In 1952, Negro nuns and soctal 
workers were admitted into the 
summer session. In 1953, a Ne- 
gro attended night classes. In 
September, 1954, after the Su- 
preme Court’s public school de- 
cision, Spring Hill was opened 
to all comers by its President, 
the Very Rev. Andrew E. Smith. 

Federal schools at Maxwell 
and Craig Air Force Bases may 
legally admit Negroes, but in 
practice neither has any attend. 
ing. So the only other Alabama — 
school integration has been at 
Talladega College in the Blue 
Ridge foothills. 


Since its founding primarily 


for Negroes by the Congrega- 
tional Christian Churches in 
1867, Talladega’s charter has 


provided for educating anyone. 
In past years, three or four white 
students at a time have attended 
with 300 Negroes. This year a 
half dozen whites and a dozen 
Negroes have attended the col- 
lege’s grade school for faculty 
children. 


The charter of Tuskegee In- 
stitute, founded by Booker T. 
Washington in 1881, proposes to 
educate colored youth, but does 
not bar whites. Almost since 
Tuskegee started a school in the 
much-sought field of veterinary 
medicine a decade ago, it has 
had white applicants—about a 
dozen’ last fall. 


FOLSOM’S VIEW 


Alabama’s Governor, James E. 
Folsom — 6-foot-8 “Big Jim’’— 
has been supported by Negroes, 
labor and the so-called ‘“‘red- 
necks”’ of rural Alabama. He 
started his second term Jan. 17, 
1955, after serving the term from 
1947 to 1951. 

The Governor has tried to 
focus attention on building up 
schools for all, and reapportion- 
ing a Legislature unchanged in 
back-country dominance since 
1901. In a recent interview, he 
said he was trying to ‘‘be prac- 
tical and do something about 
something.’’ 

But “when you start progres- 
sive measures, they immediately 
raise the cry of Negro and 
hate,” he complained. For the 
long run, he said, he is for Ne- 
groes’ “‘having their rights.” 

“The only way I can see to 
give them rights,’’ he declared, 
“is to give them the vote.” 

Governor Folsom lost a ref- 
erendum last Dec. 6, 4 to 1, in 
which he had urged a $110,000,- 
000 school-building bond issue 
and a $29,000,000 income tax ine 
crease -earmarked for schools. 
Whites voted against more 
taxes; Negroes also voted no, 
fearing segregation might be 
prolonged. 


BULK OF BUDGET 


Education now takes 71 per 
cent of the $152,750,000 state 
budget. Dr. Austin R. Meadows, 
the Superintendent of Education, 
said Alabama started to equal- 
ize Negro and white schools in 
1927. Gaps remain, Dr. Mead- 
ows said, ‘‘not due to discrimina- 
tion, but to economics.”’ 

Without Federal pressure, 
schools would have been equal- 
ized in ‘“‘five to ten years,” he 
asserted, 

Whites and Negroes had vir- 


\tually equal percentages of chil- 


dren aged 7 through 20 enrolled 
in the 1954-55 school year (98.6 
per cent and 99); equal school 
terms (176 days); almost equal 
classes (26.9 and 28 pupils per 
teacher) and salaries for teach- 
ers ($2,798 and $2,701). 

But the state was spending 
only $107.66 to educate each Ne- 
gro pupil—as against $128.16 for 
each white one.

a Senate inquiry today that he 
okayed the so- 
licitation of 
Ford dealers

kind on any 
matter.”’ As far 
as he knew, he 
is insisted, were 

Henry Ford no “reprisals or 
recriminations” against dealers 
wha refused to contribute. 

Ford testified he approved plans 
of his personal assistant, Allen W. 
Merrell, to ask “strong Eisenhow- 
er supporters’’ among Ford deal- 
ers to solicit GOP political con- 
tributions from other Ford 
dealers. 

DRAWN UP 

In a statement drawn up for his 
appearance before a Senate Com- 
merce subcommittee, Ford insist- 
ed that no heat was put on the 
dealers, no company funds were 
used in the solicitiation and no 
other company personnel were 
involved. 

The head of the Ford Motor Co. 
described himself as a_ strong 
Eisenhower supporter and_ told 
the senators he plans to raise 
funds for the Republican cam- 
paign again this year. 

WAR YEAR 

Chairman Monroney (D-Okla) 
commented that it could be con- 
strued as “indirect coercion’’ to 
solicit money in such a manner 
in 1952, a Korean War year, when 
dealers were dependent on a 
share of the short supply of cars 
for their livelihood.

Queen’s' Corset Legend 
Shattered; It’s a Fake

WASHINGTON, March 12—The legend of Queen Elizabeth's 
eorset has collapsed. 

The corset, enshrined for years In the Folger Shakespeare 
Library, has been proved to belong to another woman. 

Now scholarly research shows that the wasp-waisted, leather- 
trimmed casing did not even belong to the Elizabethan Period 
(1533-1603). On the authority of the Victoria and Albert Museum 
in London, it belonged to a woman of the first half of the eight-y~ 
eenth century. d 

Dr. Louis B. Wright, the Folger director, long had harbored 
doubts that this was the corset Elizabeth wore. So recently 
he sent color transparencies of the foundation to the museum 
in London for study. 

Back came the opinion of D. King, assistant keeper, Depart- c a, + if OSs BRE

All Treatments Help 


Alcoholism Some 


All treatments for alcoholism 
have some merit but none is suc- 
cessful in all cases. The effects 
of the different plans are diffi- 
cult to evaluate because many 
alcholics go on the wagon vol- 
untarily. Most authorities agree, 
however, that these persons have 


mally; their only hope is total 
abstinence. 

At one time it was believed 
that alcoholism was a glandular 
disorder but the idea was aban- 
doned because treatment failed 
to produce long-range improve- 
ment. 

Heredity and nutritional causes 
met the same fate. In a small 
percentage, the reason for ad- 
diction is known but in the ma- 
jority, the situation is extremely 
complex. si 

These people require complete 
rehabilitation of personality and 
the elimination of the stresses 
that “‘drive a man to drink.” 
These men and women need 
help; alcohol has become a prob- 
lem to them. 

The best results have been ob- 
tained through Alcoholics Anony- 
mous, Antabuse, and psycho- 
therapy. AA has been in exist-

ence for 17 years but there is 
no official tally on results. This 
fellowship group of similarly af- 
flicted individuals gives each 
other moral support. 


Its members believe that alco- 
holism is never cured but can 
be controlled so long as ab- 
stinence is practiced. The fact is 
accepted that the victim is power- 
less over alcohol and, unless he 
refrains, his body will be totally 
destroyed. 


Antabuse is a chemical agent 
that leads to unpleasant symp- 
toms when the user drinks. The 
product is referred to as ‘‘a built- 
in policeman.” The alcoholic 
takes this drug every day and 
knows he will become violently 
ill if he drinks. The drug is not 
eliminated for two to seven days 
and if the patient decides to go 
on a toot, this time lag acts as 
a cooling off period. 

The psychiatrist attempts to 
unearth the emotional origins of 
addiction and to give the alco 
holic an insight into his prob- 
lems. Group psychotherapy is 
becoming more popular because 
it offers alcoholics a chance to 
discuss their problems with 
others in the same boat. 

Penalizing the alcoholic by 
sending him to jail usually fails 
to help the victim; it merely sat- 
isfies those who have been hurt 
most—the family. On the other 
hand, the threat of punishment 
can be used to apply pressure 
on the one who refuses treat- 
ment. This is the rationale for 
probation.

Del Monaco, |

tract, West led the king of hearts. 
East followed with the two, and 
it is the lead at trick two that 
makes or breaks the defense. West 
knew that his partner held a trick 
from the fact that he had raised 
and, further, that he had not asked 
for a continuation of hearts. Now 
if East’s trick were the ace of 
clubs it would be important to cash 
tricks in that suit before declarer 
got rid of them on the dummy’s 
diamonds. If, however, East held 
the ace of diamonds, there would 
be no way to defeat the hand ex- 
cept by obtaining a diamond ruff. 
West finally decided on the dia- 
mond shift, reasoning that unless 
East had dummy’s suit stopped he 
would probably have played a high 
heart asking West to cash another 
trick in that suit. 

Declarer covered West’s dia- 
mond with the king from dummy 
and now East had to decide wheth- 
er it was a singleton or doubleton. 
There was no sure way to tell but 
East decided to play it for a 
doubleton and accordingly refused 
the first trick. He figured that if 
it were a singleton, West would 
probably have cashed a second 
heart before shifting to diamonds, 
so that East would not be tempted 
to return a heart. 

Declarer was now helpless. If he 
drew trumps, the defense would 
cash the ace of diamonds and two 
more hearts. If he tried for a third 
round ruff of a heart in dummy, 
West would win and lead another 
diamond for the ruff. 

Note, too, that had West cashed 
a second heart, there would have 
been no way to defeat the contract, 
since declarer could ruff the third 
heart in dummy before extracting 
trumps.
